Scouting Force Prepares to Sail for Norfolk, 
Battle Force to North; Fleet Commands Change 


Its stay at New York drawing to a 
close, the elements of the United States 
Fleet are preparing to sail from the 
metropolis after a most enjoyable visit. 

On Monday, June 18, all but a few 
will leave New York harbor, the Bat- 
tle Force vessels visiting various New 
England ports and the Scouting Force 
going to Hampton Roads where the per- 
sonnel will have ample opportunity to 
renew old acquaintances at Norfolk and 
vicinity. 

The Scouting Force will have exer- 
cises enroute so that its arrival in the 
Norfolk area will be delayed until June 
23. They will stay there until it is time 
for the individual vessels to sail for the 
ports they will visit July 2 and 3, as 
reported in the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL last week. 

New York had the good fortune to 
witness the impressive ceremonies 
marking the changes in command of the 


Fleet and some of its elements. 

On the quarterdeck of the USS Penn- 
sylvania, fleet flagship, at New York, 
Friday, June 15, Adm. David Foote Sell- 
ers, USN, Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Fleet, hauled down his 
flag and turned over command of the 
fleet to Ad. Joseph Mason Reeves, USN, 
during an impressive ceremony. Admiral 
Reeves has held the rank of Admiral 
since June 10, 1933, when he assumed 
the duties of Commander, Battle Force. 

Admiral Sellers will report at Annap- 
olis, for his new duty as Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy. 

On the flagships of the major divi- 
sions of the fleet, other changes of com- 
mands occurred on Friday morning dur- 
ing ceremonies similar to that held on 
the Pennsylvania. Vice-Adm. Frank H. 
Brumby, USN, Commander, Scouting 
Force, assumed Admiral Reeves’ present

Revealed by Committee 


make the testimony 
taken before the House Military Com- 
mittee on the need for increasing the 
Army available to the public in printed 
form, Senator Morris Sheppard, chair- 
man of the Senate Military Committee, 
this week had the testimony brought be- 
fore his committee and recorded there 
where he will have it printed as a Senate 
document. 

Senator Sheppard introduced a resolu- 
tion which would authorize his commit- 
tee to make an inquiry into the need for 
increasing the personnel strength of the 
Army. On Tuesday his committee met 
on this resolution and called before it 
representative Thompson, of Texas, an 
ardent advocate of an increase and the 
sponsor of the project in the House. Mr. 
Thompson brought with him a transcript 
of the testimony taken in the House 
committee, including that of Secretary 
of War Dern, General Douglas Mace- 
Arthur, Chief of Staff, and Former Sec 
retary of War Baker. This was all 
introduced into the Senate Committee’s 
record and will be printed and avail- 
able to the public. 

In addition Senator Sheppard intro- 
duced into the record a very interesting 
statement prepared by General Mac- 
Arthur at the Senator’s request reveal- 
ing the technical details of just why 
the increase is needed and what the 
Department would do with the addition 
al personnel—something that has never 
before been explained except generally.

The purpose in requesting an increase of 
approximately 2,000 officers and some 46,000 
enlisted men is to raise to a safe minimum 
the immediately available combat 
of the Regular Army.

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Decision on Pay Freeze 
Frowned on in Congress 


With considerable doubt still existing 
as to whether or not the Comptroller 
General intends to deny the services pay 
credit for the first two years of the 
economy legislation, members of the Sen- 
ate appropriations sub-committee which 
first drafted the provision told the AkMy 
AND Navy JourNAL yesterday that such 
a denial would be contrary to their in- 
tent. 

In view of the possibility that the 
Comptroller may extend to the services 
the same reasoning he applied to the 
Postal Employees, i. e. that in computing 
service for pay periods no credit whatso- 
ever should be allowed for the period 
from July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1934, the 
JOURNAL asked a number of the members 
of the Senate sub-committee where the 
remedial legislation originated if such 
was their thought in drafting the 
amendment. 

“Why under that interpretation that an 
officer would permanently lose credit for 
a year or more of service,” stated Sena- 
tor Hale, Republican, of Maine, “I 
don’t think that that was the intent of 
Congress. We meant merely to postpone 
the increase until July 1.” 

“I think the Comptroller General is 
wrong about that,” declared Senator Rus- 
sell, Democrat of Georgia. “We meant 
to restore the increases on the first of 
July.” 

“My memory is not quite clear about 
the details of the matter,” stated Sena- 
tor Coolidge, Democrat of Massachusetts. 
“My impression is, however, that 
meant to be broad about the matter and 
give them what they wanted on the first 
of July.”

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Senate Chairman Gives 


Review of 73d Congress

URING the two sessions of the 73d 

Congress, 456 bills and resolutions 
were referred to the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs for consideration, Of 
this number, 408 were Senate bills and 
resolutions, while 48 were House bills 
and resolutions. Of the 408 measures 
originating in the Senate, 84 were public 
bills, while 324 were private bills. Of 
the 48 House bills received by the Com- 
mittee, 12 were public bills and 36 were 
private. Obviously, the bulk of the legis- 
lation received by the Committee relates 
to private matters, 

A brief review of the titles of some 
of the bills of a public nature are indi- 
cative of the variety of this legislation: 
to amend the retirement laws affecting 
certain grades of Army officers, to es- 
tablish a Department of National De 
fense, to provide for the donation of 
certain Army equipment to posts of the 
American Legion, to provide further for 
the national defense, to amend the Act 
authorizing the issuance of the Spanish 
War Service Medal, to authorize appro- 
priations for construction at military 
posts, to increase the efficiency of the 
Veterinary Corps of the Regular Army, 
to establish a department of physics at 
the United States Military Academy, at 
West Point, New York, to validate pay- 
ments for medical and hospital treat- 
ment of members of Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps and Citizens’ Military. 
Training Camps, to authorize the Secre- 
tary of War to abandon or evacuate real 
estate no longer required for cemeterial 
purposes in Europe, relative to appoint- 
ment as warrant officers of certain en- 
listed men of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard, to amend section 
4878 of the United States Revised Sta- 
tutes, as amended, relating to burials 
in national cemeteries, and to restore to 
the public domain portions of the Jor- 
dan Narrows (Utah) Military Reserva- 
tion. 

The private bill legislation deals with 
such matters as: reinstatements, retire- 
ments, promotions, review of military 
records, and the creation of boards of 
review to study individual cases, as well 
as the granting of decorations for heroic 
military service. This legislation, deal- 
ing as it does with individual, private 
matters is of no public or general im- 
portance, but it is of the highest im- 
portance to the individual or individ- 
uals involved. Wrongs and injustices at 
times come to men in the military ser- 
vice, through no intent of the military 
authorities, but through the workings 
of a large organization, and an inability 
of some individuals in the service to 
adjust themselves to the regularity, the 
discipline and the required efficiency of 
military service. For tiese reasons, the 
Committee studies carefully and dili- 
gently the private bills referred to it. 

Aside from legislation, numerous Pres 
idential nominations and promotions re- 
lating to the military personnel submit- 
ted to the Senate for confirmation have 
been referred to the Committee on Mili-

wrong but there does not seem to be 
much we can do about it.” 

Meanwhile friends of the Postal em- 
ployes in the House have been busy at- 
tempting to secure legislation to correct 
the Comptroller’s viewpoint. As _ re- 
corder in the JourNna last week Repre- 
sentative Lamneck introduced a measure 
which would have applied to all govern- 
ment employees and officers. However 
this went to the Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments, 
where Chairman Cochran, of Missouri, 
clearly indicated that he did not plan 
to hasten its passage. Therefore Mr. 
Lamneck redrafted it so as to apply only 
to Post Office employees and in this form 
it was referred to the Post Office com- 
mittee where Chairman Meade promptly 
reported it out. Early action is hoped 
for with the insistent backing of Mr. 
Meade. 

Both the Army and Navy are planning 
to stick to their original interpretation 
which provides for starting on July 1, 
1934, paying the pay of the higher period 
to all officers who entered those periods 
during the first two-year economy 
regime. Under this plan the Comptroller’s 
reaction will not be definitely known un- 
til after the first payments have gone 
to him for approval. Should he deny 
them every effort will be made to speed 
a test case through the Court of Claims. 

There is a possibility should the Comp- 
troller deny the payments that the At- 
torney General may render a decision in 
favor of the services. In such a case 
the Comptroller would be hamstrung, 
for while he does not recognize that 
authority of anyone but Congress to 
change his opinions his only recourse in 
cases where payments are made against 
his instructions is to sue the officers 
who made the expenditures. However 
the suits must be handled by the Depart- 
ment of Justice and if the Attorney Gen- 
eral holds against him he will not sue. 





Withhold Col. Fickel’s Approval 


The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
yesterday voted, “without prejudice,” to 
withhold confirmation on the nomination 
of Col. Jacob BE. Fiékel, AC, to be As- 
sistant Chief of the Air Corps with the 
rank of brigadier general. 

“On recommendation of the sub-com- 
mittee,” Senator Sheppard, told the 
JOURNAL, “we decided to take no action 
on Colonel Fickel’s appointment this 
Congress. This was done out of courtesy 
to the House Military Committee, which 
has not finished its investigation of the 
Air Corps. In holding up confirmation 
we are doing so without prejudice to 
Colonel Fickel. They can give him a 
recess appointment if they want to.” 
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Air Corps Training 


Increase in the amount of instrument 
and night flying is provided in the Air 
Corps heavier-than-air training directive 
just issued by the War Department. 

There also will be increased training 
in avigation and an increased allotment 
in flying hours for all officers in the 
Corps. 

There is an increase of 50 hours per 
year for attack and bombing pilots, an 
increase of 60 for pursuit pilots and 39 
for observation pilots. 

The directive instructs Corps area and 
Department commanders at the con- 
clusion of each training year to submit 
“pertinent recommendations as to the 
scope of the training prescribed herein.” 

The training objectives for the Air 
Force units is outlined as follows: 

(1) General Objectives—All Units. 

Training both ground and air, for all units 
will be progressive toward the attainment 
and maintenance of the following objectives: 

(a) Individual proficiency of each pilot 
and observer in all subjects pertaining to the 
unit to which assigned and listed hereunder. 

(b) Proficiency of each combat crew in 
performing all missions pertaining to the 
unit to which assigned when operating indi- 
vidually or as a part of a larger force. 

(c) Proficiency of each unit down to and 
including the flight in performing all mis- 
sions pertaining to its type, when operating 
alone or as a part of a larger force of its 
own type, or as a part of a combined com- 
bat force, and when operating in the field 
and under varying condition of climate, ter- 
rain, weather, altitude, daylight and dark- 
ness, 

(d) Proficiency of each unit in the main- 
tenance and care of all combat equipment 
necessary for the unit to perform its mission, 

(e) Proficiency of all ground personnel in 
the performance of their duties under field 
conditions, 

(f) Proficiency in Infantry drill to the 
extent necessary to enable the unit to march 
in an orderly manner, and sufficient for 
disciplinary control, 

(2) Desired Objectives—All Units. 

(a) The desired training obiective will be 
the development of combat crews and units 
up to and including, the wing proficient in 
the subjects outlined herein. 

(b) Each unit should be able to leave its 
home airdrome on not to exceed 24 hours’ 
notice, proceed to advanced airdromes and 
be prepared to operate therefrom, assuming 
the necessary transportation, munitions and 
supplies are available. 

(3) Alr Foree Objectives. 

(a) Each Attack and Bombardment Wing 
will be trained to develop a combat force 
proficient in: 

1. Delivering accurate and effective aerial 
attacks against terrestrial and equatic ob- 
jectives within the operating radius of the 
equipment, 

2. Providing the necessary security for 
the attacking force to reach its objective in 
the face of enemy air or ground resistance. 

3. Providing the necessary security for 
the wing when on the ground from air and 
ground attacks by dispersion, camouflage 
and small arms fire. 

(b) Each Attack and Bombardment Group 
will be trained as a complete combat unit 
proficient in: 

1, Delivering accurate and effective aerial 
attacks aaginst terrestrial and equatic ob- 
jectives within the operating radius of the 
equipment, with and without pursuit pro- 
tection; while in the air to defend its forces 
from ground fire and air attacks: and while

ground attack by dispersion, camouflage and 
small arms fire. 

(c) Each Pursuit Group will be trained 
as a complete combat unit proficient in: 

1. Delivering accurate and effective aerial 
attacks against any type of aircraft or for- 
mation of aircraft; while in the air to de. 
fend its forces from ground fire and air 
attacks; and while on the ground to secure 
itself from air and ground attack by dis- 
persion, camouflage and small arms fire 





Navy Promotion Plans 


Plans for carrying out the recently 
enacted Navy Line and Marine Corps 
personnel bills are moving forward at 
the Navy Department. 

Two boards for the selection of officers 
of the Marine Corps of the ranks of 
first lieutenant through colonel for pro- 
motion to the next higher grade will 
meet June 25. The Major General Com- 
mandant has recommended to the See- 
retary of the Navy the make-up of the 
boards. 

A study is now underway in the Bu 
reau of Navigation as to the Line per- 
sonnel situation to determine the num- 
ber of selections that will be made by 
the board to be convened next month 
to recommend officers for promotion to 
lieutenant commander and _ lieutenant. 
It is expected that this study will be 
completed by the end of the month and 
the board named and convened some 
time during July. 

The Bureau of Navigation is also 
starting a study of the general person- 
nel situation, covering the questions of 
the number of officers needed for 4 
Treaty Navy and the percentages of 
officers in the various grades which will 
then be required. A_ special subcom- 
mittee of the House Naval Committee 
has been named to consider the question 
of a revision of the percentages 4 
the Staff Corps promotion bill. It will 
report to the next Congress. 

The subcommittee which consists of 
Representatives Drewry, Darden, Brit- 
ten and Darrow, met yesterday morn- 
ing. It was decided to confine the it 
vestigation during the summer to indl- 
vidual study and to hold the first hear 
ings after the convening of the next 
Congress in January. 

In view of the number of examinations 
for promotions .which will result from 
the new personnel bill, Marine Corps 
headquarters is drafting new regulations 
with regard to examinations for promo 
tions 

What is planned is to permit officers 
who have graduated from Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps Schools to count 
courses taken at these schools in lied 
of examinations in those subjects, 8% 
as was done up until recently. Officers, 
however, will not be allowed to count 
courses taken years ago without having 
had refresher courses in those subjects.

It is of interest to note briefly several 
of the measures of general significance 
which were reported favorably by the 
Committee on Military Affairs and 
passed by the Senate. 

S. 3397, amending the laws relating 
to the length of tours of duty in the 
tropics and certain foreign stations in 
the case of officers and enlisted men in 
the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, pro- 
vides that “‘No officer or enlisted man 
of the Army shall, except upon his own 
request, be required to serve in a single 
tour for more than two years in the 
Philippine Islands, on the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, or in China, Hawali, Puerto Rico, 
or the Panama Canal Zone, except in 
ease of insurrection or of actual or 
threatened hostilities, and except in the 
discretion of the Secretary of War for 
temporary emergencies "ae 
measure does not apply to the Philippine 
Scouts. In the report to the Senate on 
this bill, it was stated in part: 


As the result of hearings and docu- 
mentary evidence, the committee is con- 
vinced that the present law prescribing 
3 years as the fixed tour of foreign ser- 
vice for personnel of the Army, Navy, 
and Marine Corps is unreasonable, un- 
warranted, and inhuman in its effects 
upon the Government and efficiency of 
the services. This measure was signed 
by the President on May 29, 1984. 

A Senate Resolution introduced by 
Senators Nye and Vandenberg on Feb. 
8, 1934, creates a special committee of 
seven Senators, appointed by the Vice- 
President, to investigate the activities of 
individuals, firms, associations, and of 
corporations and all other agencies in 
the United States engaged in the manu- 
facture, sale, distribution, import, or ex- 
port of arms, munitions, or other im- 
plements of war; the nature of the in- 
dustrial and commercial organizations 
engaged in this manufacture and traffic; 
the methods used in promoting or ef- 
fecting the sale of implements of war; 
the quantities imported into the United 
States and the countries of their origin, 
as well as the quantities exported from 
the United States and the countries of 
destination. This resolution, 8. Res. 206, 
further authorizes and directs the spe- 
cial committee to investigate and report 
upon the adequacy or inadequacy of ex- 
isting legislation, and of the treaties to 
which the United States is a party, for 
the regulation and control of the manu- 
facture of and traffic in arms, munitions 
or other implements of war within the 
United States, and of the traffic therein 
between the United States and other 
countries; to review the findings of the 
War Policies Commission, and to recom- 
mend such specific legislation as may be 
deemed desirable to accomplish the pur 
poses set forth in such findings and in 
the preamble to the resolution. Finally, 
the committee is to inquire into the 
desirability of creating a Government 
monopoly in respect to the manufacture 
of-armaments and munitions and other 
implements of war, submitting recom- 
mendations thereon. This measure 
passed the Senate on April 19, 1934, and 
the special committee provided therein 
has been appointed by the Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

An interesting piece of corrective leg- 
islation handled by the Committee on 
Military Affairs in the 73d Congress is 
S. 2041, which has for its purpose the 
restoration of eligibility for commissions 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps to citizens 
of the Philippine Islands. Prior to the 
act of June 15, 1933, amending the Na- 
tional Defense Act of June 3, 1916, citi 
zens of the Philippine Islands were eligi 
ble for commissions in the Officers’ Re 
serve Corps in the Philippine Islands un- 
der the 1916 National Defense Act. In 
revising the 1916 Act, Section 3, of the 


act of June 15, 1933 (48 Stat. 153), 
omitted the words “or of the Philippine 
Islands.” Thus, the Section read: “In 
time of peace a Reserve officer must 
at the time of his appointment be a 


citizen of the United States between the 
, ” 
ages of twenty-one and sixty years. As 





the Senate report pointed out: “No rea- 
son is known for this other than the 
words or of the Philippine Islands were 
inadvertently omitted in writing the re- 
vised act.” This bill passed the Senate 
on Feb. 20, 1934. 

On April 25, 1984, S. 1595 passed the 
Senate, providing for an extension of the 
benefits of the Emergency Officers’ Re- 
tirement Act of May 24, 1928, to Provi- 
sional Officers of the Regular Establish- 
ment who served during the World War. 
The act applies to those officers of the 
World War who were made provisional 
officers in 1917, and being neither Regu- 
lar nor emergency officers, have been un- 
able to secure the benefits of either ser- 
vice through the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion despite the fact that they continued 
to serve during the War, rendering ex- 
actly the same service as any other com- 
missioned officer. The Emergency Offi- 
cers’ Retirement Act of May 24, 1928, as 
written and administered, left these pro- 


visional officers, fully deserving, “but 
literally as men without a status.” 

The so-called “four generals of the 
four armies Dill,” Senate Bill 2044, 


passed the Senate on April 25, 1934. This 
measure amends Section 4 of the June 
8, 1916, National Defense Act, to pro- 
vide in part that the President is au- 
thorized to designate four general offi- 
cers of the line of the Army for com- 
mand of armies, who shall during the 
time of such command have the rank 
and title of genera]. It does not increase 
the number of general officers in our 
Army. It accords a temporary title and 
rank of general upon those officers tem- 
porarily serving as Army commanders. 


Senate Report No. 732 on 8. 2044 reads 
in part as follows: 


The four-army plan adopted by the 
War Department is a very definite and 
practical step toward increasing the im- 
mediate effectiveness of our land forces 
in the event of emergency. It empha- 
sizes the importance of immediate readi- 
ness for action under a carefully devised 
plan of operations rather than the im- 
mediate mobilization of huge numbers of 
poorly trained individuals. Its effective- 
ness depends in very marked degree upon 
the efficiency of the planning and pre- 
paratory work within the several armies 
during periods of peace. The four-army 
areas have been so laid out that each 
includes one of our important strategic 
frontiers, and each army commander 
therefore, has a very definite planning 
task in order to increase the effective- 
ness of our defenses. 

The Army Appropriation Bill in the 
Senate is referred to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, on which Com- 
mittee, several Members of the Military 
Affairs Committee sit ex-officio when the 
bill is under consideration. 

As the Army Appropriation Bill passed 
the House, making appropriations for 
the military and non-military activities 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1935, 
it provided for a total amount of $279,- 
441,890, to which, the Senate added a 
net amount of $62,826,858, bringing the 
total to $342,268,748. 

About twelve and one-half million of 
the Senate increases were for increased 
military activity, such as, in the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps and the Citi 
zens’ Military Training Camps. The R. 
0, T. C. increase also covered 85 addi 
tional junior units and 22 senior units 
long having applications on file, but 
could not be accommodated. The in- 
crease for the C. M. T. C. was to pro 
vide for 37,500 trainees instead of 14,000 
as provided for in the House bill. The 
Senate Conferees were unsuccessful in 
securing agreement to these two in 
creases though some of the additions 


made by the Senate were entered into by | 


the House Conferees.

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General Fox Conner Completes 40 Years’ Service 


Forty years ago a young Mississippian 
in his teens, born and reared in Slate 
Springs in Calhoun County, that State, 
reported at the United States Military 
Academy on the Hudson for admission 
as a cadet. 

This young Mississippian of the early 
90's, Cadet Fox Conner then, Maj. Gen. 
Fox Conner now, Commanding General 
since 1930 of the First Corps Area, 
rounded out, on Friday, June 15, four 
decades of service in the Army. 

To him and members of his family it 
was a day of quiet commemoration. To 
countless thousands of men who, in that 
long period of time, have been privileged 
to have served with him in Cuba during 
the Spanish-American War; in France 
in the World War, where he was in 
charge of the Operations Section at 
General Pershing’s headquarters; or at 
many bivouacs of the Army at home and 
abroad, in peace as well as in war, the 
day was an occasion for congratulation. 


Many messages are being received in 
connection with this fortieth milestone 
of General Conner’s Army career. Gen- 
eral Pershing’s message states: 

“IT consider him one of the outstanding 
officers of the World War, and I speak from 
an intimate knowledge of his services in 
France. As Chief of Operations of the 
American Expeditionary Forces he brought 
to this important task a keen mind, sound 
judgment, devotion to duty and rare pro- 
fessional ability which contributed in no 
small measure to the success of American 
arms. 

“While a cadet at West Point General 
Conner gave promise of a brilliant future, 
and displayed the same qualities of leader- 
ship that have marked his long and dis- 
tinguished career. He is one of the ablest 
men in our Army today and a credit to the 
Military Academy and his profession.” 

General Harbord, at one time Gen- 
eral Pershing’s chief of staff, said of 
General Conner: 

“He was the great Chief of Operations 
for the American Expeditionary Forces 
during all its active operations.” 

Since April of last year, upwards of 
50,000 youths and war veterans have 
been under the General’s control, repre- 
senting the turnover in the New England 
contingent of 25,000 who have been 
grouped in 125 companies of the Corps 
in the six States. 


He has personally interviewed hun- 
dreds of the youths and war veterans 
who accepted employment in the CCC, 
which is perhaps the most successful of 
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all of the President’s unemployment re- 
lief organizations. 


He has pursued a schedule of visits 
to a hundred forest camps from Connec- 
ticut to the remote regions of Maine, 
over the Berkshire hills to the eastern 
shores of Lake Champlain, a task that 
would have exhausted many a younger 
man. 

Thus fortified with information and 
with the clear-cut objectives to provide 
for their maximum welfare, he has re- 
turned to headquarters from many a 
New England forest to issue instructions 
that the objectives be met. He has shown 
himself always the type of leader who 
believes that the best way to determine 
whether or not men under his control 
and responsibility are being properly 
fed, is to go out to the forest bivouacs 
of the “boys in the woods” and partake 
of the food himself. So also in the mat- 
ter of proper clothing, comfortable and 
clean barracks and water supply. He 
likewise has shown a keen interest in 
the seemingly endless items of camp 
administration. 


After forty years in the Army, Gen- 
eral Conner has acquired a philosophy 
of leadership which, on every occasion, 
he has attempted to impress on his sub- 
ordinate commanders. He believes, for 
instance, and has continually stressed 
his belief, that a word of praise for a 
thing well done and a word of caution 
for a thing poorly done, usually suffice. 


And as to leadership, General Conner 
says that “without it, you may have all 
the virtues of the decalogue and be as 
worthless as the devil.” 


“A few men are born leaders, perhaps 
one every century or two; a few men 
could, because of innate cussedness, 
never become leaders if they lived to 
be a thousand. But habits and quali- 
ties of leadership are readily developed.” 


“Leadership is attained, in the first 
place by the ‘square deal.’ Play no 
favorites. Let your standards, step by 
step, be higher and higher -and hold 
every one to those standards without 
fear, favor or affection,”

I made the observation at that time 
which I should like to repeat, to the ef 
fect that, “Any continuing tendency to 
cut further into this already weakened 
backbone of our military skeleton must 
be viewed with great concern by all citi 
zens.” I stated further that: 

A majority of our foremost military 
leaders, members of the American Legion 
and of patriotic societies throughout the 
country, feel that our minimum require 
ments for National Defense, in addition 
to 14,000 officers and 165,000 enlisted 
men in the Regular Army, are a Ne 
tional Guard of around 210,000 men with 
an appropriate number of officers; ap 
Officers Reserve Corps with 120,000 mem 
bers and provisions for training approxi 
mately 30,000 Reserve Officers each 
year; a Reserve Officers’ Training Corp 
in every college and school that desires 
it, and a system of Citizens Military 
Training Camps that will give intensive 
training to at least 50,000 young men 
on a voluntary basis each summer, 
Such plans also include comprehensive 
planning for procurement of munitions, 
including a system of educational ordem 
to train selected industries in the mant 
facture of non-commercial equipment, 

In closing this review of the Com 
mittee’s work during the 73d Congres, 
I want to take the opportunity of & 
pressing my appreciation for the hearty 
co-operation on the part of its Mem 
bers. Their readiness to serve on §tb 
committees, their regularity in attend 
ance in one of the busiest Congresses I 
have known in my 32 years in Congres, 
has been gratifying, indeed. Their dit 
gence is evidenced by the fact that at 
this writing the Committee has acted 
upon every measure referred to it up 
which departmental reports have bee 
received. Upon the presentation of at 
ditional evidence and the request of the 
author for re-consideration, the Com 
mittee has seen fit to devote itself tot 
second study of many of the bills re 
ferred to it, 

The Committee has also held hear 
ings on Senate Resolution 264, directing 
anu inquiry by the Committee, or aly 
duly authorized subcommittee thereof, 
into the needs for an increase in the 
present strength of the officer and e& 
listed personnel of the Regular Army of 
the United States. 
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Captain Henderson a Candidate 

Capt. Robert Henderson, USN-Ret., 
has again entered the race as a Republi- 
can for Congress from the Long Beach 
California District. 

Oaptain Henderson was successful in 
1982 in wining the Republican nomina- 
tion in a hard fought primary contest 
against a former congressman, the for- 
mer city manager, a State Senator and 
a Deputy District Attorney. In that 
particular district, no Democrat had 
ever filed before, the primary nomina- 
tion had been as in the South equivalent 
to an election—but as elsewhere in 1932 
—party lines were forgotten. It now 
appears that Captain Henderson can 
again win the nomination with an ex- 
cellent chance for election. 

Japtain Henderson, since his volun- 
tary retirement six years ago, has been 
an executive in the Southern California 
Newspapers Associated which corpora- 
tion owns and operates a chain of news- 
papers.

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Grant China Service Allowance 


Holding that expeditionary duty in 
China with the Third Brigade of 
Marines is not “operating against an 


enemy, actual or potential’, the Court 
of Claims on June 4 rendered a decision 
in favor of Capt. Robert L. Montague, 
USMC, awarding him a judgment for 
— allowance during his China ser- 
vice. 


In so holding the Court reversed its 
finding of two years ago in this “test” 
case. Numerous other officers of the 
Marine Corps are affected by the deci- 
sion, having been denied rental allow- 
ance. during service with the Third 
Brigade. The Court had previously up- 
held the action of the Comptroller 
General in ruling that service in China 
was “field duty” in which status no 
allowances were payable. 


Giving the majority opinion of the 
Court, Judge Williams said: “The con- 
clusion seems inescapable that plaintiff 
was not on field duty, that he had no 
service with troops operating against an 
enemy, actual or potential. The United 
States and China were not at war with 
each other during the period of the 
plaintiff's service in that country, and 
neither the Government of China nor 
any of its people was an enemy of the 
United States or its armed forces in a 
military sense. While, as the defendant 
contends, an army may be in the field 
and its officers and men may be on field 
duty in the absence of an actual declara- 
tion of war, that can only be the case 
where military operations offensive or 
defensive are carried on against hostile 
forces, as in the case of Indian out- 
breaks and hostilities, the Boxer upris- 
ing in China in 1900, and the use of 
American forces along the Mexican 
border and in Mexico in 1916 and 1917. 
In this case there were no hostile forces 
for plaintiff and the troops with which 
he served to operate against. The find- 
ings show that during the entire period 
of the stay of the Marines in China the 
most cordial relations existed between 
them and all factions of the Chinese 
people. No hostile act was committed 
against the Marine forces with which 
plaintiff served or against American 
citizens living in China during the entire 
period of plaintiff's detail in that 
country. The hostile demonstrations 
against American citizens and the at- 
tacks upon them and their property, to 
which the defendant refers in the brief, 
occurred before the arrival of the Third 
Brigade in China. Even if it be con- 
ceded that the roving bands of outlaws 
and bandits that committed depreda- 
tions against American citizens and 
their property prior to the arrival of the 
Third Brigade in China were enemies, 
either actual or potential, within the 
meaning of the Executive order, the 
plaintiff at no time operated with troops 
against them. He participated with 
troops in no military operations of any 
character, unless the performance of 
strictly guard and garrison duties, occa- 
sional parades, practice on the rifle 
range, reviews, inspections, etc., consti- 
tute such operations. This character 
of service falls far short of the per- 
formance of military operations as that 
term is commonly understood and as de- 
fined by standard authorities.”

ESPECIALLY IN THESE DAYS OF LAVISH SPENDING, it would be surely 
anomalous for the Comptroller General to deny to officers and men of the Army, 
the Navy and the Marine Corps credit for service between July 1, 1932 and June 
80, 1934 in the computation of their pay grades. So far as his interpretation of 
the law in the Post Office case is concerned, Mr. McCarl may be right; but even if 
applied to the Services his decision would not be final but would be passed upon 
by the Court of Claims. However, this would take time, and until a decision was 
handed down the personnel of the Services would be deprived of their just rights. 
Whatever the language of the law and its construction by Mr. McCarl, the fact is 
that Congress when it repealed the pay freeze period of the Economy Act sought 
to rectify the wrong it admittedly committed and to remove the financial hardship 
which its action imposed upon the Services. It said in effect that the time had 
come to restore substantially the former conditions. It even went farther than the 
President and, in spite of his veto, passed the Appropriation bill containing the 
legislation. Certainly no member of the Appropriations Committee believed for a 
moment that the provision they approved would wipe two years from the record 
of an officer or man for pay or any other purpose. It was serious enough in all 
conscience’ for officers and men to lose a part of their pay and to be deprived of 
that accruing to them from longevity during the period the economy act was operat- 
ing, but once the law was repealed and former conditions legally resumed, then 
length of service necessarily would have to be considered in determining the pay 
grades to which the personnel belonged. The only fortunate aspect of Mr. McCarl’s 
Post Office decision in its bearing upon the Services is the fact that it was rendered 
while Congress is in session. That body should immediately adopt a clarifying 
resolution expressing the thought that was in its mind when the pay freeze 
provision was repealed. With the cost of living continuing to rise and with a 
higher cost the aim of the Administration, every dollar to which officers and men 
are entitled should be granted. In this connection, there will be restored on July 1 
an additional 5 per cent of the pay cut, and it will be at the option of the President 
to authorize the return of the remaining 5 per cent. We cannot too strongly 
impress upon the Commander-in-Ohief that it would be a simple act of justice to 
exercise this option immediately after the new fiscal year begins. His contact with 
the Army and his review of the Fleet have shown him that in spite of the financial 
burdens which his original economy policy imposed upon the Services they have 
carried on with a courage that deserves admiration. But we who know the Ser- 
vices intimately appreciate the skimping and economies which the personnel, 
particularly the women, are forced to practice. In the budget of billions which 
the government is disbursing, 5 per cent of the pay of the Army, the Navy and the 
Marine Corps would be negligible. So, Mr. President, aid the Services both in 
granting the remainder of the pay cut and in urging Congress to enact a resolution 
which will enable count of the “dead” two years prescribed by the economy act. 


THD ACTION OF SHNATOR SHEPPARD IN COMPELLING the publication of 
testimony whith was taken by the House Military Committee on the Thompson 
increase of the Army bill is interesting because of its demonstration that there is 
a determined public sentiment in favor of proper preparation for the United 
States. There has been general approval of the steps of the President to build 
the Navy to Treaty strength, and there is evidence that like approval would meet 
the enactment of the Thompson proposal. The fact is that the American people are 
conscious of the possibilities of war which disturbed conditions throughout the 
world may produce, They have witnessed the international bad feeling engendered 
at the Disarmament Conference at Geneva; they are noting that while that con- 
ference is dragging along to nowhere negotiations are under way in London ostensi- 
bly designed to limit naval armaments, but they fear those negotiations will result 
in a cessation of the policy of American building. Again, as a result of inter- 
governmental debt default, a solid front has been created by the debtor nations 
against the United States, and out of that situation may grow conditions which 
the prudent feel justifies the development of our strength to the point where we 
will be let alone. There are many other complications, including the Central Bu- 
ropean and Far Hast situations, which threaten peace. Just as during the World 
War the combatants bombarded the United States with propaganda so as to induce 
our participation, so in case of another outbreak we may expect similar assaults. 
However, in view of the treatment which America has recefved particularly in the 
matter of debts, no one believes our people would be willing to fight in another 
foreign cause. They could be the more protected if they were strong on land and 
sea, as the testimony taken by the House Military and Naval Committees shows, 


IN ACOORDANOCE WITH ANNUAL CUSTOM, the United States Fleet has 
been placed under a new Commander-in-Chief, a distinguished officer, who un- 
questionably will maintain it in the high state of efficiency which it enjoys. The 
thought occurs to us, however, as to whether it is wise to engage in an annual 
change in the high command. True, Admiral Reeves, like his predecessors, has 
worked up to his assignment after commands in the Fleet, and, therefore, possesses 
admirable experience for the performance of the functions of his office. But what 
about the effect of these constant changes upon the rank and file? Hardly will the 
subordinates become accustomed to the personality of their commander and his 
particular methods than he will be succeeded by another officer who will have a 
different personality and different methods. In time of war, the head is not changed 
unless there be good reason therefor; he is retained in order to add to the morale 
of the Fleet. Admiral Jellicoe is a striking example of this fact. There is some 
advantage in training a number of officers for high command, but there is greater 
advantage in our judgment in the officers and men of the Fleet being accustomed 
to the ways of their leader. It would be interesting to obtain service reaction to 
this suggestion, and we invite comment upon it.

OCC Education And The Army~—Educational advisers at the forestry camps of 
the Civilian Conservation Corps are told they may learn many things from their 
association with the U. 8. Army in a message by Mr. G. 8. Marsh, C. C. educa- 
tional director, appearing in the current issue of the U. 8. Office of Education’s 


official organ, “School Life.”

Army Air Corps Planes to Fly to Sea—lIntercepting a United States Army Trans- 
port about 130 miles out at sea under conditions of limited visibility was a routine 
air navigation problem recently accomplished by Air Corps personnel stationed at 
Rockwell Field, Calif., according to a report just received by the Chief of the 
Air Corps. 

The flight was made in an Amphibian plane, with Oapt. Westside T. Larson, 


recently named as the winner of the Mackay Trophy for 1933 for his pioneering 


work in instrument flying at sea, as pilot; Lt. R. W. Goetz as navigator and Lt. 
Roger V. Williams as radio operator. 

The opportunity to conduct a practical test of the ability of Army pilots to 
fly from their base to locate a ship far out at sea presented itself when a message 
was received on Saturday morning by Maj. 8S. W. FitzGerald, Commanding Officer 
of Rockwell Field, from the Transport Republic, giving its estimated position at 
4:00 A.M. the next day as abeam Bishop’s Rock, which is 110 miles off San Diego. 
The message did not, however, state how far abeam, which side, or the course and 
speed.

Computations were roughly 
made and the problem was handled by dead reckoning. The Amphibian took off 
from Rockwell Field at 7:00 A.M., Sunday, and flew at an altitude of 500 feet yp. 
der a fog over a calm sea. About an hour later the sky began clearing, but the 
wind was increasing and the sea which had become choppy was rapidly becoming 
rougher. 

After traversing 70 miles, the Amphibian was only half a mile north of the 
plotted course. At 8:05 A.M., a message was received by Captain Larson from the 
radio station at Rockwell Field, giving the position, course and speed of the 
Transport at 6:00 A.M. This information necessitated further plotting by the air. 
men and a change in their course, since the reported position of the Transport 
put her two hours behind, 10 miles further west, course 5 degrees less, and speed 
one knot less than their original data showed. With the new computations the air. 
men calculated that the Transport would be intercepted at 8:38 A.M. She wag 
sighted at 8:30 about 10 miles away, and the Amphibian passed over her five mip. 
utes later, circling around and wagging wings in greeting. Response was evident 
but not heard when plumes of steam were seen sweeping from the ship’s whistle, 
Soldiers swarmed her decks, officers and families her promenades. Everyone 
waved each other best greetings as the big transport bucked whipping seas. 

Rockwell Field personnel hope in the near future to extend these greetings to 
all transports up to four or five hundred miles offshore, at the same time ac 
complishing very important avigation training. 


“Secret” Navy Documents—Rear Adm. Joseph K. Taussig, USN, Acting Chief of 
Naval Operations, stated June 14 that the Navy Department had instructed Rear 
Adm. Yates Stirling, jr.. USN, Commandant of the Third Naval District, New 
York, to investigate reports of the press that “secret Naval Documents and Formp- 
lae” had been found in the plane which crashed near Liberty, N. Y., on Saturday, 
June 9, and whether or not any such papers were found on the person of Mr. 
Bader, one of the victims. 

Admiral Taussig further stated that reports from Rear Admiral Stirling had 
been received at the Navy Department to the effect that an officer was sent from 
New York to scene of the disaster and had found no documents or papers of a 
secret or confidential nature whatever belonging to the Navy Department. 

“Navy specifications, however, for some ammonia picrate, were found at the 
scene of the crash” Admiral Taussig said. These papers were in no wise conf- 
dential and are explained by the fact that the company in which Mr. Bader was 
employed, was bidding, as were about 12 other companies, on contracts for am- 
monia picrate for the Navy. 


Reserve Officers Receiving Disability Pay—The War Department Appropriation 
Acts for fiscal years 1934 and 1935 provide that members of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps who draw a pension, disability allowance, disability compensation or retired 
pay from the Government of the United States may not be ordéred to active duty. 
In the event that this prohibition becomes the permanent policy of Congress, off- 
cers so affected would cease to receive practical military training and it is to be 
expected, in most cases, that they would cease to take any active interest in the 
units to which they may he assigned. The War Department is therefore desirous 
of ascertaining the number of officers affected by this legal prohibition and has 
requested Corps Area commanders and Branch Chiefs to furnish, at the earliest 
practicable date, the number of Reserve officers, by section and grade, under their 
assignment jurisdiction who come under the above mentioned restriction. 


Increase Landing Field Facilities—Aimed to increase the efficiency of the inter- 
mediate landing fields and radio aids to navigation provided by the Department 
of Commerce on the Federal airways system, a new type of airway installation 
was announced this week by Bugene L. Vidal, Director of Aeronautics. 

“The new system,” Mr. Vidal said, “calls for the establishment of adequate and 
completely equipped intermediate landing fields at fifty-mile intervals and con- 
nected by beacon lights in a direct line. The fields will be equipped with miniature 
radio beacons and two-way radio stations. They will be boundary-lighted, identi 
fied from a distance by rotating beacon lights with green characteristics, will have 
suitable runways and will be in charge of caretakers.” 


Higher Degrees Awarded Army Medical Officers.—One distinguished retired officer 
of the Army Medical Department and two members of the first class of 1917 at 
the Army Medical School have been awarded higher academic degrees at the 1964 
commencements. 

Brig. Gen. Frank Royer Keefer, USA-Ret., received the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Science at Dickinson College, Carlisle, Pa. on June 8. General Keefer 
graduated at Dickinson College in 1885, receiving his M. D. at the University of 
Pennsylvania four years later. He has held numerous important assignments, 
including that of Professor of Military Hygiene at the U. 8. Military Academy, 
Chief of the Medical Division of the Provost Marshal General’s Office during the 
World War, and later Chief Surgeon of the American Forces in Germany. Since 
his retirement he has been the head of the District of Columbia Chapter of the 
American Red Cross. 

Maj. James Stevens Simmons, Director of Laboratories at the Army Medical 
School, received the degree of Doctor of Philosophy at the commencement at 
George Washington University on June 6th. The subject of his thesis was “The 
Virus of Infectious Myxomatosis.” Major Simmons, a graduate of Davidson Col- 
lege, N. C., received his M. D. at the University of Pennsylvania. During the war 
he was in charge of Overseas Stationary Laboratory No. 6, Yale Army Laboratory 
School. He has been President of U. S. Army Medical Department Research Board 
at Manila and has occupied a number of other positions of responsibility. 

Maj. Edgar Erskine Hume, Librarian of the Army Medical Library, the largest 
medical library in the world, received the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws at 
Georgetown University on June 11th. Major Hume, a graduate of Centre College 
in Kentucky, received his M. D. and Dr. P. H. at the Johns Hopkins University, 
and also holds other academic degrees. During the war he had charge of U. 5 
Army Hospitals in the Italian war zone and later was Commissioner to Serbia in 
charge of the campaign against typhus fever. 


Military Funerals at Arlington National Cemetery——Due to the limited personnel 
on duty at Arlington National Cemetery, it has been decided in the future not to 
meet trains bearing the relatives and remains of persons to be buried in Arlington 
National Cemetery which arrive in Washington before 7:30 A.M. and after 5: 
P.M. For the same reason it is impracticable to meet such trains which arrive 
in Washington at any time on Sundays or holidays and after 1:00 P.M. Saturdays 
Should the relatives of deceased military personnel find it impossible to arrive in 
Washington between the hours of 7:30 A.M. and 5:00 P.M., week days, and before 
1:00 P.M. Saturday afternoons, they should report their whereabouts to the bas 
gage master in the lower baggage room at the station. Should they decide to leave 
the station before the arrival of the representative from Arlington, they 8° 
turn the baggage check for the remains over to the baggage master and leave 
him their local address in order that no difficulty or delay will occur in obtaining 
the remains and contacting the relatives.

Coast Artillery Association 


The fourth annual meeting of the 
United States Coast Artillery Associa- 
tion was held in the metropolitan area 
of New York City June 8, 9 and 10.

J. Ernest Price, Eng-Res, who 
served ‘in the Spanish-American and 
World Wars, died at.

in each of the nine Corps Areas, exclusive 
of necessary overhead and of all troops sta- 
tioned in foreign possessions for their de- 
fense. With the steady depletion of the 
Regular Army since that time these units 
have not only been progressively skeleton- 
ized but many of them have had to be tem- 
porarily demobilized and placed on an in- 
active status. The net result is that in 
ground combat elements we now have only 
three extremely skeletonized Infantry di- 
visions, while in each of the other six Corps 
Areas, we have nothing but an emaciated 
Infantry brigade with scattered elements of 
Field Artillery and other supporting troops. 


The lowest strength at which an Infantry 
division is considered suitable for proper 
training purposes and for effective action in 
emergency is approximately 12,000. In a 
division of this strength the ordinary In- 
fantry company will average about 120 men. 
At present our three divisions average about 
6,500 men and the authorized strength for 
Infantry companies has been reduced to 82. 
Even this figure cannot be maintained be- 
cause of heavy demands made upon the 
troops for various purposes, Our brigades, 
which should run around 4,000 men, are 
approximately 2,000 strong. The Cavalry 
division, which has an authorized strength 
of 10,000, actually has but 5,000. 

There are two general methods under 
which the increased strength could be dis- 
tributed for the correction of this situation. 
I should point out first, however, that under 
any plan for utilization of additional per- 
sonnel, a primary concern would be to raise 
the Air Corps to its authorized strength, 
the numbers needed for this purpose vary- 
ing according to the authorization in air- 
planes finally fixed by the Congress. To 
carry out the provisions of the Air Corps 
Act of July 2, 1926, approximately 1,500 men 
are now needed, If the War Department 
recommendations for the establishment of a 
G. H. Q. Air Force are approved, a few 
thousand additional men would be assigned 
to that Corps. Likewise the inadequate 
numbers that can at present be assigned to 
important mechanization projects could and 
would be immeditely reinforced. 

The first method for distributing the re- 
mainder s0 as to increase the combat 
strength of the ground forces would be to 
establish in each of the four Army Areas 
an Infantry division at full peace strength, 
complete in all its details. For three of 
these divisions this would mean simply the 
assignment of personnel to existing units 
and the reconstitution of a few organiza- 
tions which have been necessarily rendered 
inactive. In the case of the fourth division 
a considerable reconstitution of inactive 
units would be required. The remainder left 
over after this purpose had been accom- 
plished would be assigned to a few of the 
more badly depleted units in the other five 
brigades, thus enabling them to carry out 
more efficiently their training of civilian 
components, and increasing their ability to 
expand rapidly in emergency. 

The principal advantages of this general 
method are two. First, it provides in each 
of the four great strategie regions of the 
United States a well-organized and reason- 
ably strong force for immediate action in 
emergency. It provides also an ability for 
rapid concentration toward any threatened 
point of some 50,000 or 60,000 well trained 
and efficient troops. Such concentration 
would not seriously interfere with mobiliza- 
tion processes since other Regular units 
would be so distributed as to carry on this 
work efficiently. The second great advantage 
is that, since it involves a minimum of re- 
constitution of inactive units, a relatively 
minor amount of new construction would be 
required. Generally speaking, barracks are 
constructed for units at authorized strength 
and in nearly every case there exists the 
opportunity for expanding existing cadres 
to a considerable degree without requiring 
further building. 

The second method for the distribution of 
additional personnel would be to reconsti- 
tute, so far as practicable, and on a skeleton- 
ized basis, all nine of the Regular Army In- 
fantry divisions, The principal advantage of 
this system is that it would provide ef- 
ficient divisional skeletons for rapid ex- 
pansion in case of emergency. If we could 
count with .certainty upon a_ preparatory 
period of, say, two months, before any of 
our Regular forces would be required to take 
the field, this would probably be the most 
efficient method of using additional per- 
sonnel. A _ splendid organizational frame- 
work, down to include well-trained and 
experienced non-commissioned officers, would 
exist, and intensive recruiting of men with 
prior military service would develop, within 
a relatively short time, a very fine and com- 
paratively strong Army. The principal dis- 











advantages of the method are; First, that it 





provides at no point an organization of well- 
trained and equipped troops sufficiently 
strong for immediate action; and, second 
that since it would involve the reconstitu- 
tion of a considerable number of units a 
more extensive housing program would 
necessarily be undertaken. 

Either of the methods outlined would be 
sufficient to accomplish the purpose in view. 

Speaking broadly, all the additional of- 
ficers requested would be assigned for duty 
with combat troops. For some years, the 
number of officers we have been able to 
assign to this duty has been approximately 
1,500 less than is required for peace strength 
units. With the acquisition of some 46,000 
additional enlisted men the need for this 
increment of officers with combat troops 
is obvious. 

Under present conditions practical train- 
ing for the Regular Army is exceedingly 
difficult. The reinforcement of our pro- 
fessional force by the numbers of officers 
and enlisted men requested would change 
this situation completely and vasly increase 
the efficiency of our Army and its readiness 
for emergency. In addition, officers who are 
now largely denied opportunity for prac- 
tical field training will secure this type of 
instruction, without which their efficiency as 
leaders in any emergency will be badly 
impaired, 





The Merchant Fleet 

The concentration of naval vessels in 
Eastern waters, together with their re- 
view by the President, should impress 
upon the country for all time the im- 
portance of merchant ships as auxiliary 
support to the Navy, according to A. E. 
MacKinnon, secretary of the National 
Maritime League. 

The Maritime League was recently 
brought into existence in connection with 
the annual observance of National Mari- 
time Day, commemorating the sailing, on 
May 22, 1819, of the pioneer ocean steam- 
ship Savannah. The League is being 
hailed as a rallying point for those in- 
terested in the preservation of America’s 
prestige at sea. 

“The fleet made a great spectacle,” 
said MacKinnon, “a never-to-be-forgot- 
ten demonstration of America’s might at 
sea. Few of the watching thousands 
realized, I fear, that behind the hurtling 
destroyer and behind the invincible bat- 
tleship lay a second line of defense with- 
out which the first would be relatively 
helpless. The review stressed the spec- 
tacular arm of national defense. It could 
not, of course, parade those other factors 
which make effective the actual imple- 
ments of conflict. 

“Alfred T. Mahan, the noted naval au- 
thority, defined seapower as naval vessels 
plus bases plus merchant tonnage. The 
naval vessels went on parade, and they 
aroused the pride of every American. 
Behind them, however, lies a network of 
bases without which they could hardly 
survive. And behind the bases lies a 
complex system of supplies made possi- 
ble almost entirely through the co-op- 
eration of commercial tonnage. 

“Bulwarking every navy is the mer- 
chant fleet, second line of defense. To 
the ocean carrier falls the duty of 
transporting materials and men. of keep- 
ing the supply lines intact, of serving 
as colliers, tankers, hospital ships and 
refrigerator vessels. The Overseas 
Transportation Service took over 432 
merchant ships during the World War, 
in addition to the hundreds of vessels 
sent to our shores by other nations. 
Among them were 380 cargo ships, 26 
tankers and 15 refrigerator ships. Mer- 
chant shipping handled by the Overseas 
Transportation Service during the War 
aggregated more tonnage than that of 
the Navy itself. Naval authorities esti- 
mate that another war would make nec- 
essary the procurement of at least 1,000 
merchant vessels as an auxiliary to the 
fighting forces of the Nation. 

“That is twice as many ships as we 
now have in foreign trade. During the 
War we were forced to build, hastily and 
expensively, an armada costing more 
than $3,000,000,000. A regular program 
of construction, initiated now at peace- 
time prices, would relieve unemploy. 
ment, save money, strengthen the Navy 
and act as insurance against the costly 
and dangerous situation in which we 
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found ourselves at the outbreak of the 
World War.” 
Prior to the time of the review in New 
York, MacKinnon talked with Henry 1, 
Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, regarding the desirability of hay. 
ing merchant ships participate in the 
demonstration. Although it was not 
found practicable, because of the ey. 
pense involved, Mr. Roosevelt praised the 
idea and gave generous credit to mer. 
chant shipping as an arm of national de 
fense. He emphasized the point that the 
importance of the auxiliary fleet was not 
sufficiently understood or appreciated by 
the layman.

Permanent Appropriations 

The Senate June 11 accepted all com- 
mittee amendments to the House bill 
abolishing permanent appropriations and 
sent it to conference. 

As passed by the House the bill re- 
pealed laws existing for many years 
providing for the various War Depart- 
ment replacing funds, the Navy hospital 
fund, the Navy fines and forfeitures 
funds, and the Recreation fund, Army, 
requiring that expenditures formerly 
made from these funds be passed on by 
Congress in the annual appropriation 
bills. The Senate committee on appro- 
priations amended the measure to con- 
tinue these funds, and the changes were 
accepted by the Senate without debate. 


Use Of Transport Facilities

private property and the attempted 
smuggling thereof into a foreign port in 
violation of customs laws. 

“2. With a view to the elimination 
from troop baggage of all unauthorized 
articles, it is desired that you give par- 
ticular attention to the manner in which 
the provisions of paragraph 8b, AR 30- 
1210, are being carried out by organiza- 
tion commanders.”
